It is our royal pleasure, that these teims of grace and amnesty 
should be extended to all these who comply with these conditions, 
before the 1st day of January next. 
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When, by the blessing of providence, internal tranquility shall 
be restored, it is our earnest desire to stimulate the 
peaceful industry of Indian to promote works of public utility 
and improvement, and to administer its government for the 
benefit of all our subjects resident therein. In their prospe> 
rity will be our strength, in their contentment our security 
and in their gratitude our best reward. And may the God 
of ail power grant to us, and to those in authority under 
us, strength to cany out these our wishes for the good of 
our people.

Assuming that Nongbtoii} State, one of the biggest “Khasi Native 
States” had become part of “British India”, there is every possibility 
that the nomencJatuie “Khasi & Jaintia Hills District” would have been 
“Khasi & Nongstoin Hills District”. But that had not happened. 
By the way, had Jaintia State, one of the biggest “Khasi Native 
States” remained iiS one ol the ‘‘Native States”, the course of Histc»ry 
of “Khasi & Jaintia Hills District” (which is part of “British 
India”) on one hard and the “Khasi States” (known as “Indian 
States” for the purpose of Section 311 of the Government of Ii dia 
Act, 1935 as originally enacted) on the other would have changed 
and there is every possibility tl at “United Khasi States” (or the 
Federation of the Khasi States”) would have become Part C State/ 
Union Territory, and might by th‘s time attained a position of a 
State as Himachal Pradesh or as Manipur or Tripura. 

It may be mentioned here that Dr. S. K. Bhuyan, former Vice- 
Chancellor, Gauhati University very appropriately ai d rightly said- 
“A HISTORY Oh THE KHASI STATES, AND OF EACH OF 
THE STATES SEPARATELY HAVE BLCOME A DESIDERA- 
TUM” (Ref. Introduction by S. K. Bhuyan in KI SNGI BA RIM 
U HYNNIEWTREP by U Soso Tham). Generally speaking, EAST 
MEGHALAYA comprises of the erstwhile “Khasi States’* and “Khasi 
& Jaintia Hills District”. Here is a proforma relating to an connected
